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About This List 


We have made a particularly long suggested small library list be- 
cause we have included more books than usual and because this month’s 
list notes more of the better fall books than either the one gone before or 
the one coming after. 

There is an especially long and difficult fiction list. This necessitates 
careful reading of the notes and checking for immediate purchase and for 
future needs. The suggested list may he wrong for your library. It may 
include too many serious books or it may include too many of the frothily 
frivolous type. Many small libraries are not afraid of well-written, seri- 
ous fiction, which requires thought on the part of the reader. Personally 
if we were stranded in a small library we would be inclined to hope it 
would have that point of view and we would expect to find many who 
shared our hope. On the other hand we would hope to see plenty of 
bright, pleasant stories which are just pastime and we would expect to 
find many who shared that hope. The librarian in a small library needs 
to be even more careful than in a large library to keep a correct balance 
of interests in book buying.
